This would be added to the 
present 
$1,000,000,000 
the 
federal government spends on 
direct assistance to dependent 
children, the 
blind and 
the 


needy aged. 


The reaction on Capitol Hill was 
non-ommital, for the 
most part. 
How much, if any, of the program 
will be approved by congress is un- 
certain. 
Donghton Declines Comment 


Chairman Doughton 
(D-NC) of 
the House Ways and Means commit- 
tee declined to tak& a position one 
way or the other, pending study. 


Arthur J. Altmeyer, commissioner 
for social security, opened before 
Doughton's committee the adminis- 
tration's arguments backing 
Pres- 
ident Truman's proposals for a vast 
expansion of the general social se- 
curity program He dealt \yith relief 
for the poor first. 


Social security has abolished the 
poorhouse, Altmeyer said, and he 
set as the new objective: "Prevent- 
ing destitution." 


To this end he said Mr. Truman 
wants federal financial aid extend- 
ed to all needy people, in a federal- 
state money matching system—up 
to $100 a month for a needy couple 
plus $20 for each additional person 
in a needy home. 
Asks Medical Care 


Moreover, Altmeyer proposed spec- 
ial attention to the medical needs of 
the poor. 
He testified: 


"To enable states to make medical 
care available to needy persons, we 
believe that federal 
participation 
should be extended 
to 
payments 
made directly to individuals 
and 
agencies furnishing medical services 
and supplies to public assistance re- 
cipients." 


Direct relief for all needy persons 
is one point in Mr. Truman's over- 
all security program, which also in 
cludeS: 


1. Blanketing of 20,000,000 more 
persons—doctors, lawyers, farmers, 
businessmen, servants and others— 
under old age insurance, bringing 
the total number of persons covered 
to 50,000,000: 2 Greatly increasing 
benefits; and 3. Boosting security 
taxes on pay and payrolls. 
Sent Bill To Congress 


Hie president has sent this legis- 
lation to congress. 
He has prom- 
ised bills later calling for a national 
program of health insurance—with 
the government paying doctors bills 
with funds collected from new pay- 
rolls taxes—and also calling for ex- 
pansion of unemployment compen- 
sation. 


Altmeyer said 5,000,000 Americans 
now receive some kind of public as- 
sistance. Such direct relief js apart 
from the old age and survivors in- 
surance benefits paid for in special 
payroll taxes by workers and their 
employers. 


This direct aid amounts to almost 
$3,900.000,000 a year in federal, state 
and local funds. The 5,000,000 in- 
clude 2,500.000 needy 
old 
people, 
1,700,000 persons in 
families re- 
ceiving aid to dependent children, 
86,000 blind persons, 
and 
800,000 
other needy persons. 
The federal 
government does not participate in 
the aid to the 800,000 unclassified 
other needy. 


Altmeyer agrued that $200,000,000 
to $250,000,000 a year more should 
be contributed by the federal gov- 
ernment to extend relief to all needy, 
including physically and mentally 
handicapped and 
jobless 
persons 
not covered by unempoyment in-

Van Ness, the Republican 
leader, said "the people exi>ect the 
legislature to stay on the job and 
consider the legislation before it." 


Hoover Reports 
'Unified' Armed 
Forces Discordant 


Washington, Feb. 28 — (JP) — The 
Hoover commission reported today 
that there is discord, waste, extrav- 
agance and lack of unified planning 
in the supposedly "unified" armed 
forces. 


"The national military establish- 
ment, as set up under the (unifica- 
tion) act of 1947, is perilously close 
to the weakest type of department,' 
the commission headed by Herbert 
Hoover told congress. 


It 
recommended, 
among 
other 
things, that the secretaries of the 
Army, Kavy and Air Force be dem 
oted to subordinate status and strip 
ped of certain powers. This would 
increase the authority of the secre- 
tary of defense, now James V. For 
restai, to coordinate the often-quar- 
reling a:med services. 


The commission suggested 
that 
the three secretaries "be deprived 
of their privilege of appeal over the 
head of the secretary of defense; 
that they be directly and exclusively 
responsible to him; that the secre- 
taries, to clarify their position, be 
designated the under secretaries for 
Army, Navy, and Air Force."

Contract Is Illegal 


Washington. Feb. 28 — (JP) — The 
United Mine Workers today form- 
ally objected to a ruling by a Na- 
tional Labor Relations board exam- 
iner that the union's contract vith 
soft coal operators is illegal. 


A brief taking exception to the 
decision of trial examiner William 
R. Ringer was filed with the NLRB 
by attorneys for UMW Chief John 
L. Lewis. Ringer held Jan. 13 that 
the agreement violated the Taft- 
Hartley law because it contained a 
union shop provision which had not 
been approved in a referendum by 
the 400,000 soft coal miners. 
The 
Taft-Hartley law requires such a 
referendum. 


The question is considered largely 
academic, however, because 
both 
labor and management representa- 
tives have advocated wiping out the 
union 
shop 
election 
requirement 
when Congress writes a new labor 
law. Under the union shop arrange- 
ment, employes must join the union 
within a specified time.

Gen. Clay Seeks To Retire 
AsU.S.GovernorOf Germany 


Berlin, Feb. 28—(iP)—Gen. Lucius 
D. Clay said tonight he has asked 
informally to be retired from his 
duties as United States military gov- 
ernor of Germany. 


It appears likely there may be a 
complete change in American ad 
ministration here by early summer. 
Clay's retirement would certainly bs 
followed by wholesale resignations 
among the top advisors in the mili- 
tary government. 


Three generals have been men- 
tioned as possible successors. They 
are: Gen. Mark Clark, former mili- 
tary governor of Austria; Lt. Gen. 
Walter Bedell Smith, who has asked 
to be relieved of his post as ambas- 
sador to Moscow, and Lt. Gen. Al- 
bert C. Wedemeyer. 


Clay told an informal news con- 
ference in Frankfurt that he had no 
information about who might suc- 
ceed him. He pointed out that Wash- 
ington had not yet acted CHI his re- 
tirement request, submitted several 
months ago. The general asked to 


be freed from his duties here "at 
the earliest moment the government 
felt it could release me." 


The Chicago Tribune said last 
night it had learned authoritatively 
that Clay would retire by June and 
possibly within the next 60 days. 


In Washington Secretary of the 
Army Royall said today no decision 
has been made either on Clay's re- 
tirement or on the appointment of 
a successor. 


Clay originally applied for retire- 
ment a year ago. He has become a 
symbol of resistance to Soviet pres- 
sure in Germany. This has been one 
of the chief factors in the general's 
staying here. 


Even now the Russians would 
propagandize Clay's retirement as a 
victory for them. However, the air- 
lift to blockaded Berlin symbolizes 
American policy at present, 
and' 
Clay's retirement would not have the 
adverse effect cm German morale 
now it would have had last year.

RACE TO MATCH US INDUSTRIALLY 


The Russians may not yet have developed an atomic 
bomb. But it is certain that they have the secret of at least 
one recent product of American industrial genius. Moscow 
has proudly and publicly announced as much. 
; 
Just what use the Soviets will make of this weapon 
remains to be seen. The possibilities are enormous, for it is 
a versatile instrument. Although Americans have not test- 
ed it in actual war, it has already proved itself remarkably 
adaptable. 


It is not only amphibious but submersible. It operates 
as well in water as on land—some think even better. 


It can be used by one man, and it has proved its effec- 
tiveness against superior numbers when thus employed. 
One of the developers of this instrument proved that point 
lender simulated combat conditions. Armed with no other 
weapon, he was able to dispel hostile military forces who 
\Vere on the verge of closing in on him and preventing his 
escape from an airfield in China 
! 
The instrument also has some surprising psychologi- 
cal properties of a non-military nature. American tests 
prove conclusively that it is effective in raising substantial 
sjims of private revenue. Once the mass mind has been con- 
ditioned to admit its novelty, desirability and necessity, it 
Has been possible to raise funds by selling it at what might 
usually be considered an exorbitant price. The Russians 
will probably be able to employ much the same technique, 
erven under a different economic system, to swell their pub- 
lic treasury. 


It may even be that the Soviets will be able to make 
diplomatic use of this instrument. By exploiting and de- 
dip 
^eloping its somewhat deceptive characteristics, they may 
find it valuable in ^drafting treaties that can be broken 
without too obvious a national dishonor. 


Perhaps these conjectures seem pessimistic. But we 
may as well face reality and adjust our future accordingly, 
lye can no longer sit back with smug confidence in our 
monopoly. For the sober fact of the matter is this:
